I have passed all of the j„ 
and training requirements but my license is being held up by the licensing board until after my trial. I am currently operating under an 

emergency permit. 

I met my wife, Jane Oberembt Guericke while I was a sophomore in college. She was working as a hair stylist in'Mitchell after 
graduating from Stewart's school of hair styling in Sioux Falls. We dated for about 3 years and were marriedIon‘ 19/a 

We made our home in White Lake where I taught school and she worked in the local grocery store. Jane was from a large family and 

has 3 brothers and 6 sisters.
